STIRRING PETITION SENT TO WIN- 
NETKA VILLAGE BOARD. 


Wives and Mothers Ask Trustees to 
Try Cooking Meals for a Family 
on Anthracite Coal in the Hot Days 
of July and They Will Grant Re- 
lief—Communication Is Handled 
Carefully and Definite Answer Is 
Dodged. | 


The women of the village of Winnetka, 
presenting a united front and 200 strong, po- 
litely desire that the village toard, all men, 
should be forced on any old hot July day to 
cook. a meal on an anthracite coal stove, 

They are sure the roasting over that hot 
stove would induce action by the board to- 
ward establishing a Winnetka gas plant. 
The women have been demanding this boon 
for a dozen years. 

A petition appealing for gas reached the 
Winnetka board last night at its regular ses- 
sion. The petition was not read, but it was 
handled with great care, and consigned to 
the gas committee—as dynamite sticks are 
consigned to the lake. 

When the document appeared, President 
George Higginson was heard in a low tone 
of voice to advise Trusiee H. P. Wallace 
about the document. 

Be careful of that, Wallace; it is from 
the women, and you know what that means,”

Text of the Petition. 3

We, the undersigned long suffe ‘wom- 
en of Winnetka, do most humbly and earn- 
estly entreat your most honorable body to 
listen to our plaints. 

“For twelve years there has been much 
entertaining talk of a gas plant being erected 
in our village. Through all these long years 
no fruit has been seen from this cultivation, 
only blossoms, sterile and useless, that one 
might expect from a botanical specimen of 
this nature. 

The season of sweltering days and warm 
nights approaches, the season when kitchens 
with coal ranges become well nigh. intoler- 
able, the season when the households that 
are fortunate enough to have cooks hear 
their threats that a coal range will make 
it impossible for them to remain in Win- 
n throughout the summer. 


Patience Is Wearing Out. 

“This is the season when the patient 
mother turns over in her mind whether she 
dares imperil her family and household by 
introducing into its midst the deadly gasoline 
range or equally objectionable kerosene 
stove. She feels in her secret soul that could 
the honorable council of Winnetka be com- 
pelled to cook for one hot July day the food 
for even one small family, by the side of an 


night, and which had been hastily called by 
Voliva, he denounced the members of his 
cabinet, whom he blames for hie present 
troubles. Those against whom his wrath 
was directed chiefly are H. C. Brasefield, 
Judge V. V. Barnes,.J. 8.

Voliva would not admit he wae defeated 
and declared that his followers will meet 
next Sunday in a tent to be pitched just out- 
side. the city limits of Zion City.

Unable to Get at Church Funds. 

Since Voliva became involved in quarrels 
with hie cabinet he has been unable to get at 
the church funds. The check presented was 
signed only by him and Manager Gus C. 
Thomas, placed im charge of the bank by 
Receiver Hately, refused to bonor it. Voliva 
first tried cajolery, but when this falled had 
toe age to threats, and as a parting shot 
aid: 

E you don’t give me that money I'll close 
your old bank in five minutes.” 

Receiver Hately was hastily eummoned 
and he immediately decided to curtail the 
power of the general overseer. Ten minutee 
l..er his notice for the cancellation of the 
lease was in Voliva’s hands. 

This lease was made March 1. 1007, and 
calls for the payment by the Voliva forces 
of $6,000 a year. Under its terms, however, 
the receiver may cancel it at any time. The 
three men who with Voliva signed the lease 
and who also were notified of the cancellation 
are J. 8. McCullough, H. D. Brasefield, and 
V. V. Barnes. The order calle for the turn- 
ing over not only the buildings but all the 
appurtenances as well and it is doubtful if 
2 it Voliva wil) be allowed to retain his 
records. 


Talk of Action on Threats. 
„Such drastic action was wholly unexpected 
by Voliva, and, because of the language and 
threats against his former supporters in 
which he indulged himself, criminal! actions 
may be begun against him. Affidavits set- 
ting forth some of these threats were pre- 
pared last night, but none of those against 
whom they were directed were willing to 
say what would be cone. 

The last time the tabernacle may be used 
by the Voliva faction is Thursday, when a 
picnic has been arranged for. Ag it is feared 
an attempt wil) be made to mutilate the 
buildings or furniture it has been suggested 
to Receiver Hately that he have guards post- 
ed, and this is being considered.

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REFUSES TO DEBATE. OR Con. 
DEMN BLOODSHED. 


Russia's Parliament Adds Another 
Chapter to Its Paradoxical Oareer 
by Vote on Subject—Consideration 
of .Subject, Delayed for a Month, 
Finally Forced on Members, Whe 
Decline to Commit Their Views to 
a Vote. |

ST. PETERSBURG, May 28.—The duma 
added another chapter to its paradoxical ca- 
reer today when it refused either to debate or 
condemn terrorism. 

The constitutional democrats have for the 
last month succeeded in staving off debate 
on the proposal of the right that the duma 
condemn terrorism by placing the proposal 
the last order of the day. Sixteen topics were 
on today’s agenda—terroriam being the last. 

Most of the subjects were interpellations 
dealing with illegal exactions by the pro- 
vincial authorities. All were disposed of in 
an orderly manner, owing to the absence of 
the leaders of the most extréme right, who 
were visiting Tsarskoe Selo. It became the 
duty of M. Golovine, president of the duma, 
to announce the question of terrorism as the 
order of the day. 

The revolutionists declared that a million 
bayonets had failed to eradicate terrorism 
and that it was unlikely that a resolution of 
500 men, seated in a duma, would have much 
effect, but they wished a full debate for the 
sake of showing the government's share in 
the terrorism. 

The conservative deputies, who wished the 
Auma to express complete abhorrence of 
violence, joined the revolutionists, but to- 
gether they totaled only 146 votes, while the 
constitutional democrats’ proposal of refus- 
ing to place the question before the duma 
received 215 votes, comprising the Poles, 
Mussulmen, constitutional democrats, and 
labor group. 

No ministers attended the session. 


BARS PAPAL ROAD SCHEME.

Snow to give the city the right to buy the 
property or to name another company to take 
it over was voted down. Mr. Payne said that 
it gave a great chance for the Harriman 
interests to step in and cajole the city into 
turning over the telephone company to them. 


Hoyne Clause Is Adopted. 

The clause as finally adopted, which wae 
drawn by Attorney Maclay Hoyne, repre- 
senting the committee, has these provi- 
sions: 

Chicago has the right on Jan. 1, 1919, or 
on Jan. 1, 1924, or within thirty days after 
either date, to determine the grant of priv- 
Ueges to the Chicago Telephone company, 
providing the city gives written notice of 
its intentions twelve months previous. 

The city pays for the property so seized 
the cost at that time of a duplicate plant, 
plus 5 per t as compensation for the 
compulsory sale, but no allowance is made 
for earning power or franchise rights of 
any kind. 

It is provided that three appraisere be ap- 
pointed, one by the city, one by the com- 
pany, and the third to be chosen by these 
two appraisers. It there ig any delay the 
judges of the Appellate court are to be ap- 
pealed to. 

The appraisers are to determine the value 
of the tangible property—real and personal 
owned by the company, necessary to carry 
on the business. An award is to be made 
in writing, and ninety days after this is 
made the Chicago Telephone company is to 
deliver bills of sale for the property and 
the city is to make a cash payment for the 
property. The appraisers are allowed com- 
plete access to all books and vouchers. 


Silent on Cash Problem. 

The question of where the city would get 
the money to make such a cash payment did 
not come up. The plant of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company is worth today approximately 
$16,000,000, according to Mr. Hoyne. 

Ald. Snow's motion to give the city the right 
to turn the plant over to another company, 
embodied in his model ordinance, was de- 
feated by a vote of 8 to 4. Ald. Williston 
moved the adoption of the Hoyne clause. 

When the Snow proposition was made Mr. 
Payne said: 

“I suppose that this committee wants to 
give this company an ordfhance worth some- 
thing. This amendment would give an ordl- 
nance of speculative nature. It would result 
in worry and unrest and bad service.“ 


Payne Argues Against “Club.” 

“I' think we should have such a provision 
as a club.“ said Ald. Foell. 

“Such a club,” said Mr. Payne, “ would 
make it possible to force the Chicago Tele- 
phone company to become the tail end of 
gome great consolidation of public utilities. 
Take the Illinois tunnel. Harriman and his 
people took it over and floated securities for 
tour or five times its value. There has been 
talk of these interests doing all sorts of 
things. Suppose some great corporation 
should conte along and offer the city a million 
to take our company over. Deliver us from 
temptatlon. A proposition was made to put 
the Chicago Telephone company into a great 
consolidation of public utilities, but we 
turned it down fat. You don’t want to kill 
the goose thet lays the golden eggs. 

Several other provisions were discussed by 
the committee. A. S. Hibbard, general man- 
ager of the Chicago Telephone company, was 

resent offéring advice. John M. Glenn of 
the Manufacturers’ association was a silent 
listener. 

A provision offered by Mr. Hoyne reserving 
to the city the right to wegulate rates for

Krauthoff and Wickersham, who 
were originally employed at the instance of 
the North and West Chicago Street railway 
co nies and the Union Traction company, 
and who, at the direction of these interests, 
are at work upon a plan, shall have no more 
power in the distribution of securities than 
your attorneys or the attorneys of bond- 
holders. They represent only particular in- 
terests. They do not represent you. If any 
official plan of organization is to be given out 
you should have a voice in framing it. 

“The fairest would be first to arrange for 
the financing, next to agree on the kinds of 
other securities to be issued by the new com- 
pany, and then to leave the distribution of 
the latter entirely to the arbitrators.” 

It lies with the committee to transfer the 
stock of the underlying. companies now in 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company

“Queer” Loans Investigated.

These loans never 
were turned over to the company, but the 
empty envelope and names of the securities 
written upon it were sent to the insurance 
company. As controller of the company, Mr. 
Jordan is supposed to have known about 
these loans. He also is said to have signed 
the vouchers for other loans which were 
transferred at the end of the year. 
Other Officials Involved. 

It is said other officials of the company 
knew about the transfer of these loans. 

According to testimony before the grand 
jury, they did not, or at least their names 
were not signed to the loan vouchers. Both 
James Hazen Hyde and James W. Alex- 
ander are out of the country. It is a question 
whether this particular phase of the New 
York Life management will be taken up.

This has 
happened in the past when committees 
have submitted reports recommending 
sweeping changes. : 

The evile growing out of duplicate 
street names are great and palpable, but 
it is doubtful. whether they can be done 
away with all at once. In a matter of 
this kind it will be expedient to proceed 
slowly—" here a little and there a little.” 
Some progress has been made in the past 
by pursuing that policy. There is much 
useful work in the direction of simplify- 
ing and harmonizing street nomenclature 
which can be done without arousing much 
serious opposition, although it is surpris- 
ing how excited people sometimes become 
when it.is proposed to change the name 
of the little street ther live on. 

There is one thing that can be done re 
garding the streets which will not meet 
with opposition anywhere. It is to put 
up signs at street intersections, informing 
the wayfarer of théir names. That is a 
matter which has been scandalously neg- 
lected to the sore inconvenience of citizens 
as well as of strangers. There are streets, 
both business and residence, where one 
may walk for miles and never see their

sociation, This body is composed of rep- 
repentatives from the states: of Colorado, 
‘Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, IIIi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota. In each of these states 
the colleges hold an annual oratorical 
contest, the winner in which becomes the 
representative to the interstate meeting. 


in order\to pick the best man to send to 
the state. contest. .By such a process of 
elimination only the best are selected for 
the interstate contest, so that the winaer 
at that meeting is justly entitled to be 
cOnsidered the forensic champion of the 
central west. 
But Indiana has further reason for 
pride bechuse in the contests which have

‘interstate ‘alsociation in. 1881 its repre- 
sentative: has been successful eight times, 
six of the victories; coming in the first 
eleven years, the other two in the last 


three years. No other state can point to

not becoverestimated. The ordinary stu- 


dent fails to appreciate it until it is too 
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others the anxious searchers fail to find 
a single clew. To all intents and pur- 
poses the earth might have opened to 
swallow up the missing one. In many 
a home there is the unsolved mystery. 
The boy or girl may have sunk into the 
whirlpool of vice. The man or woman 
may have sought a new home elsewhere, 
to begin life under better auspices. Or 
the lost one may have been murdered and 
thrown into the river, his body mutilated, 
and his possessions taken from him. 

Many of the unidentified must come 
from the floating population, which ‘s 
largely represented in a city of the size 
of Chicago. There are thousands of peo- 
ple living here who have no fixed home. 
They move about from place to place, 
without making many acquaintances or 
stamping their individuality upon their 
neighborhood. Many of them are single 
persons. Residents of this type might 
easily be killed and thrown into the river 
without being missed by any one. When 
families live in the same apartment build- 
ing for months without knowing each 
other, and when that isolation of life is 
encouraged by the popular feeling; it is 
not hard to, imagine the possibility of 


any one. 

Many of the citizens of Chicago are 
foreigners who are the only representa- 
tives of their families in this country. 
Often wife and children are left behind 
while the father crosses the sea with tbe 
hope of finding work and saving money 
to be used th helping them to follow him 
to America. Usually they seek habita- 
tion among their own countrymen, bu: 
even this does not prevent the possibility 
of disappearance without the knowledge 
of any one, and therefore of burial witl- 
out identification. 

It is difficult to bring about a different 
condition of life. No ome ever tries to 
trace a family history’ without finding the 
names ot the missing. One went west 
and was never heard of again. One was 
“the black sheep of the family” and 
disappeared. One committed a crime and 
ran away. One followed the gold seek- 
ers to Alaska and never came back. The 
reasons for disappearance are many. Tle 
information available is small. No doubt 
within the boundaries of a city of the 
size of Chicago there are many derelicts 
of humanity. But when every allowance 
is made for the exceptional cases, the fact 
remains that there is a surprisingly large 
number of unidentified dead.

remote ancestor is claimed to have been 
Caractacus, the valiant chief of the Silures 
tribe of Britons, who was carried off captive 
to Rome in the reign of Emperor Claudius. 
Lord Tredegar, in spite of the announce- 
ment of some of the English papers that he 
would be assisted in welcoming his royal 
guests by Lady Tredegar, is unmarried. He 
is a veteran of the Crimean war and one of 
the rare survivors of that magnificent 
“ Charge of the Six Hundred at Balakla va 
which constitutes the theme of the finest 
and most stirring poem of Tennyson.” Lord 
Tredegar, who was one of the officers of the 
famous death or glory "' Seventeenth Lan- 
cers, had his horse shot under him in the 
charge, and only reached the British lines 
by jumping on a gun carriage after having 
escaped from the scene of carnage which 
Tennyson so justly described as the jaws 
of death and as the mouth of hell.“ It 
ig a singular fate that he should have, 
forty years later, lost the sight of one of 
his eyes through the carelessness of a guest 
whom he had invited to shoot with him over 
his preserves. . 
Lord Tredegar is rich, and derives the 
principal portion of his revenues from 4 sin- 
gie mile of railroad which runs through 
Tredegar park and which is known as the 
golden mile.” When the railroad in that 
pertion of the country was being built to 
Newport it was found necessary, in order to 
avoid an enormous circuit and great engi- 
neering difficulties entailing immense and 
immediate expense, to pass through Lord 
Tredegar's park. To this the late lord 
agreed on the oondition that he and his 
heirs should receive forever @ certain rdyal- 
ty on every ton of goods carried over that 
portion of the road.

Of all extraordinary careers that of Basil 
Thomson, who has just been appointed by 
the secretary of state for the home depart- 
ment in England to the governorship of the 
great penitentiary of Wormwood Scrubs, 
near London, is certainly the most remark- 
able. 

Educated at Eton, as the son of the late 
archbishop of York and primate of Eng- 
land, and on the distaff side a great-grand- 
son of Prince Rirjo Rangabe, the ruler of 
Wallachia, he entered the colonial service 
without going to the university and made a 
name for himeelf in the Fiji islands under 
Sir William MacGregor and Sir John Thurs- 
ton. 

Shirley Baker, a Methodist missionary, 
who had managed to acquire the dictatorship 
of the Tonga islands in spite of his excom- 
munication by his church for gross miscon- 
duct, became so offensive as to necessitate 
the armed intervention of England. The 
consequence was that Sir John Thurston, 
the British high commissioner for the Pa- 
cific, sent a British man of war to Tonga, 
seized and deported Baker, and installed in: 
his stead as prime minister a member of his 
own staff—namely: Basil Thomson. 

Thomson spent several years as premier 
and virtual ruler of the Tonga islands, subse- 
quently publishing his experiences as such in 
a most entertaining book entitled The Di- 
versions of a Prime Mintster.“ Returning 
to England, he served for a time as tutor 
of the crown prince of Siam, entered the 
prison service, and has been governor of 
most of the great penitentiaries in turn, and 
has now been promoted to the directorship 
of Wormwood Scrubs prison, which, owing: 
to its proximity to London, is of all the 
prison governorehips the one most deairable.

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cattle are diseased they will be thrown on the 
local market, and in this way got rid of, 
unless and until a more rigid state inspection 
is made. 

The policy of the packers unquestionably 
will deprive them of the support of the cattle 
raisers, which wag effective at the last ses- 
sion of congress in preventing the passage of 
the Beveridge bill amending the meat in- 
spection law so as to make the packers put 
the date of preparation on the label and pay 
the cost of inspection. At the present time 
the cost is paid by the national government. 
The law makes a permanent annual appro- 
priation of $3,000,000 to defray the expense, 
this provision being inserted at the instance 
of the packers who were unwilling to bear 
the burden, although they were the ones di- 
rectly benefited by inspection. 


— 
Roesevelt to Insist on 

President Roosevelt is convinced of the in- 
justice of having people taxed in the interest 
of private individuals, and ‘the proposes to 
use his influence to have the law changed. 

In his last annual message he recommiend- 
ed that the cost be placed upon the packers, 
and in his next annual message he will re- 
iterate this recommendation, pointing out 
the reasons which justify new legislation. 

There are few advertisements put out by 
the packing houses which do not refer to the 
fact that the quality of their product is guar- 
anteed by the United States government. 
and this naturally begets confidence and re- 
sults in greater sales. Evidently the pack- 
ers have come to the conclusion that the 
campaign of the administration cannot be 
stopped, and that the sentiment which has 
beem created throughout the country will 
force congress to adopt Mr. Roosevelt's rec- 
ommendation. 

It is this belief, according to the view taken 
here, which has caused them to decide that 
they have nothing to gain by trying to con- 
ciliate further the cattle producing class. 
Even if the law be amended so as to put the 
cost of inspection upon packers, no one here 
thinks they will oppose the bill. What is 
likely to happen is an increagze in the cost of 
meat to the consumer, or perhaps a reduc- 
tion in the price paid for live stock. 


— 
Fight Dates on Labels. 

The trust is so firmly intrenched that it 
will prove an extremely dificult matter to 
shake it, although it is common knowledge 
that the administration is keeping sharp 
watch on the operations of the combination, 
and if any violation of law should be die 
covered prosecution will follow promptly. 

So, while the trust has little to lose in the 
matter of cost of inspection, it is expected it 
will fight vigorously agairst the proposal 
to date all labels. It is claimed that this 
will be an unnecessary harJship, that canned 
goods remain wholesome under present 
methods of preparation indefinitely, and that 
the effect of dating will be to throw back an- 
nually upon the packers large quantities of 
stuff just as fit for consumption as meat 
freshly prepared. 

A great deal of testimony of this nature 
was taken by the agricultural committee of 
the house of representatives during the meat 
inspection agitation. Nevertheless the pres- 
ident and Secretary Wilson are convinced 
that the health of the American people will 
be benefited by the eating of meat of recent 
preparation, and they propuse, through the 
labeling plan, to remove all possibility of 
disease which may be caused by the con- 
sumption of tainted stuff. I: is believed that 
the label provision will more readily pass 
congress if attached to a bill placing the cost 
of inspection upon the packers. 


— 
Will Help Foreign Trade. 

Another advantage of labeling will be to 
increase the foreign corifidence in American 
canned meats. This is considered of especial 
importance by the administration in view of 
the great falling off in trade during ten 
months of the present flacal year. The sales 
for that pertod were only about one-fifth 
of what they were for the same period of 
1906, and it is recognized that something 
must be done in order to get back the mar- 
ket which the packers enjoyed before the

NO BOULEVARD ON STILTS WANTED 
{From the Chicago Evening Journal, May 28.) 
Gov. Deneen has signed four bills ostensibly 

authorizing the city to build a connecting 

boulevard link and parkway in the Ake from

One of these bills le unspeakably vicious. 
It allows any city to grant any commission 
or board the right to take and improve by 
means of surface or elevated ways a street 
er streets not more than one mile in length 
in any one instance,“ and for that purpose 
to construct, maintain, and control all ap- 
proaches, inclines, and superatructures con- 
venient or necessary for the purpose afore- 
said.” 

While this bill ie apparently intended to 
allow the construction of a boulevard on stilts 
in Michigan avenue, a proposal that is abhor- 
rent to any citizen who dees not happen to 
be a man of leisure and to own an automo- 
bile, it will allow a corrupt city council m 
the future to blackmail property owners un- 
mercifully. The counéfl could authorize the 
construction of an elevated roadway along a 
mile of Jackson boulevard, for example, and 
when that was done could authorize the con- 
struction of another mile, and so on, indefi- 
nitely. Property owners who would be in- 
sured by such construction would have to pay

The bill, or the law, for the governor has 
signed it, is utterly bad and should never have 
been passed. It gives the city council tos 
much power, which ie likely to be abused.

of a girl, for he knows she is afraid to open 
her mouth and stand for her rights.
